John Dillinger heads the present list of fugitives, all ,of 


\vhom are giving Chicago's aroused public opinion a wide berth. 


And just as soon as the same type of public opinion per- 


vades other cities, these thugs will be forced away from them, 
rounded up and put behind the bars for good and all. 


THE OCEAN'S GOLD 


How to rob the ocean of the virtually unlimited amounts of gold 


contained in its waters has been a question that long*has challenged 
scientists and stirred the imagination of others. 


Chemists have brought their test tubes and other implements of 


their trade to bear upon the problem in endless array. But to date no 
practical method has been found—no method the cost of which would not 
be many times the value of the gold extracted. 


The stubbornness of the problem, however, has not deterred those 


who sought its solution, either with the aim of personal profit and wealth 
in view or solely as a scientific achievement. 


Now comes what seems to be the first real hope that success lies 


over the horizon. Announcement was made before the American Chem- 
ical society that sufficient progress has been made in developing a re- 
covery process to justify the prediction that within a comparatively short 
while, perhaps another decade, the secret will have been found. Among 
the things with which the chemists buttress their forecast is the fact 
that some of the valuable elements contained in sea water already are 
being extracted on a commercial basis. 


It may be too early to speculate on what will happen to the world's 


monetary systems when the ocean finally is tapped for its gold. Most 
of the nations now are off the gold standard but buying and selling con- 
tinue—and the demand for gold never was so great. But if unlimited 
quantities should become suddenly available, harassing complications 
would arise and monetary and economic systems would be upset.

The theory behind the cotton reduction program is that if the 


American farmers will reduce their crop of cotton for a year or two, the 
big surplus will be gotten rid of and the price of the staple will rise. But 
• great many people believe that there is a flaw in the logic. Large quan- 
tities of cotton are exported and the price in our market depends on the 
world price. Now, the world price depends on supply and demand. If 
the other cotton producing countries would cut their crops as America 
does, something might be done along the line of reducing the supply. 


But unfortunately this will not be the case. Already we are getting 


stories that Kgypt, Russia and other countries which produce cotton, 
learning of the imminent crop reduction in America, are preparing to in- 
crease their crops of the staple during the next year or two. Therefore 
the African and Asiatic cotton grower is apt to profit while the American 
farmer loses. 


The experience of Great Britain with the curtailment of rubber pro- 


duction a few. years ago is a case in point. When British rubber produc- 
tion was restricted, other rubber prodncting coountries increased their 
crops until there was greater over-production than ever, and priced went 
to the sub-cellar. 


But tiie worst thing about the enforced cotton production plan is 


not the possibility that it will not work. It now would seem to indicate 
that we are confronted with a new program of government control, if 
Uncle Sam can tell the farmer he must raise only so much cotton, wheat

PUBLIC OPINION WINS 


I" IS generally admitted that an aroused public opinion can ac- 
complish wonders. 


That's what such a public opinion did to Chicago's notor- 


ious list of "public enemies." 


Back in 1930, Chicago was the center of perhaps the 


worst gangland activities this nation has ever witnessed. Ma- 
chine gun slayings were daily occurrences. Legitimate business 
stood in unholy fear of racketeering leeches, 
nocent citizens were unsafe. 


But now, several dozen of the most prominent names on 


the original list are in prison serving long terms, including Al 
Capone, Terry Druggen and such more recently well known 
names as Basil Banghart, Roger Touhy and the three Dillinger 
henchmen convicted of shooting an Ohio sheriff. 


John Dillinger heads the present list of fugitives, all ,of 


whom are giving Chicago's aroused public opinion a wide berth. 


And just as soon as the same type of public,opinion per- 


vades other cities, these thugs will be forced away from them, 
rounded up and put behind the bars for good and all., 


THE OCEAN'S GOLD 


How to rob the ocean of the virtually unlimited amounts of gold 


contained in its waters has been a question that longs has challenged 
scientists and stirred the imagination of others. 


Chemists have 'brought their test tubes and other implements of 


their trade to bear upon the problem in endless array. But to date no 
practical method has been found—no method the cost of which would not 
be many times the value of the gold extracted. 


The -stubbornness of the problem, however, has not deterred those 


who sought its solution, either with the aim of personal profit and wealth 
in view or solely as a scientific achievement. 


Now comes what seems to be the first real hope that success lies 


over the horizon.. Announcement was made before the American Chem- 
ical society that sufficient progress has-been,made in developing a re- 
covery process to justify the prediction that within a comparatively short 
while, perhaps another decade, the secret will have been found. - Among' 
the things with which the chemists buttress their forecast is the fact 
that.some of the valuable elements contained in sea water already.are 
being extracted on a commercial basis. 


It may be too early to speculate on what win happen to the world's 


monetary systems when the ocean finally is tapped for its gold. Most 
of the nations now are off the gold standard but buying and selling con- 
tinue—and the demand for gold never was so great. But if unlimited 
quantities should become suddenly available, harassing complications 
would arise and monetary and economic systems would be upset. 


FORCING CROP REDUCTIONS 


Those Americans who complacently believe there is nothing in this 


talk about regimentation of industry, and who refuse to believe that we 
are in the midst of a revolution of sorts, ought to learn something by 
watching the progress of the Bankhead cotton bill which was recently 
passed by the national House of Representatives. 


The bfll comprises a new effort to restrict the raising of cotton by 


governmental compulsion. The day of begging the cotton farmer, or pay- 
ing him to reduce his cotton crop is evidently about over. The next ef- 
fort will be to compell him to restrict the crop by law. So does paternal- 
ism grow when once introduced into government. 


First'-came the effort to induce_the American farmer to cut the size 


of his crops by persuasion, through a campaign of education. When 
this didn't work, the government, under the New Deal, started in to nay 
him to be good. Millions were paid to the agriculturists to reduce thei 
cotton, wheat and other crops, and the government spent additional mil 
lions in buying up and destroying spring pigs. But even this didn't work 
The government cannot go on spending money indefinitely to pay tin 
tanners to reduce their crops. Persuasion, both verbal and monetary 
have failed to work. 


If the system is to be continued, the government must now step in 


•with a stern parental hand and "make" the farmers cut down on their 
production. .It is true that the Bankhead bill is only to operate for two 
years and that it applies only to cotton, but paternalism has a way of 
growing rapidly once it is introduced, and who knows what will follow 
once the camel has his nose under the tent? 


The theory behind the cotton reduction program is that if the 


American farmers will reduce their crop of cotton for a year or two, the 
big surplus will be gotten rid of and the price of the staple will rise. But 
a great many people believe that there is a flaw in the logic. Large quan- 
tities of cotton are exported and .the price in our market depends on the 
•world price. Now, the world price depends on supply and demand. If 
the other cotton producing countries would cut their crops as America 
does, something might be done along the line of reducing the supply. 


But unfortunately this will not be the case. Already we are getting 


stories that Egypt, Russia and other countries which produce cotton, 
learning of the imminent crop reduction in jVmerica, are preparing to in- 
crease their crops of the staple during the next year or two. Therefore 
the African and Asiatic cotton grower is apt to profit while the American 
farmer loses. 


The experience of Great Britain with the curtailment of rubber pro- 


duction a few. years ago is a case in point. When British rubber produc- 
tion was restricted, other rubber producting coountries increased their 
crops until there was greater over-production than ever, and prices went 
to the sub-cellar. 


But the worst thing about the enforced cotton production plan is 


not the possibility that it will not work. It now would seem to indicate 
that we are confronted with a new program of government control. If 
Uncle Sam can tell the farmer he must raise only so much cotton, wheat 
and hogs, how long will it be until he will want to tell all of us where and 
how much we must work, how much we shall receive and just what we 
ought to eat and wear?

' IS generally admitted that an aroused public opinion can ac­ 


complish wonders. 
T h a t’s what such a public opinion did to Chicago’s notor­ 


ious list of “ public enemies.” 
Back in 1930, Chicago was the center of perhaps the 
worst gangland activities this nation has ever witnessed. 
Ma­ 
chine gun slayings were daily occurrences. 
Legitimate business 
stood in unholy fear of racketeering leeches. 
The lives of in­ 


nocent citizens were unsafe. 
But now, several dozen of the most prominent names on 
the original list are in prison serving long terms, including A1 
Capone, Terry Druggen and such more recently well known 
names as Basil Banghart, Roger 1 ouhy and the three Dillinger 
henchmen convicted of shooting an Ohio sheriff. 
John Dillinger heads the present list of fugitives, all of 
whom are giving Chicago’s aroused public opinion a wide bertn. 
And just as soon as the same type of public opinion per­ 
vades other cities, these thugs will be forced away from them, 
rounded up and put behind the bars for good and all. 


THE OCEAN’S GOLD 


How to rob the ocean of the virtually unlim ited am ounts of gold 
contained in its waters has been a question th a t long has challenged 
scientists and stirred the im agination of others. 
Chemists have brought their test tubes and other im plem ents of 
their trade to bear upon the problem in endless array. 
But to date no 
practical m ethod has been found—no m ethod the cost of which would not 
be m any times the value of the gold extracted. 
The stubbornness of the problem, however, has not deterred those 
who sought its solution, either with the aim of personal profit and wealth 
in view or solely as a scientific achievement. 
Now comes w hat seems to be the first real hope th a t success lies 
over the horizon. Announcem ent was m ade before the American Chem ­ 
ical society th a t sufficient progress has been made in developing a re­ 
covery process to justify the prediction th a t within a comparatively short 
while, perhaps another decade, the secret will have been found. 
Among 
the things with which the chem ists buttress their forecast is the fact 
th a t some of the valuable elem ents contained in sea w ater already are 
being extracted on a commercial basis. 
It may be too early to speculate on w hat will happen to the w orlds 
m onetary systems when the ocean finally is tapped for its gold. 
Most 
of the nations now are off the gold standard but buying and selling con­ 
tinue—and the dem and for gold never was so great. 
B ut if unlim ited 
quantities should become suddenly available, harassing complications 
would arise and m onetary and economic systems would be upset.

FORCING CROP REDUCTIONS 


Those Am ericans who complacently believe there is nothing in this 
talk about regim entation of industry, and who refuse to believe th a t we 
are in the m idst of a revolution of sorts, ought to learn som ething by 
w atching the progress of the B ankhead cotton bill which was recently 
passed by the national House of Representatives. 
T he bill comprises a new effort to restrict the raising of cotton by 
governm ental compulsion. The day of begging the cotton farm er, or pay­ 
ing him to reduce his cotton crop is evidently about over. 
The next ef­ 
fort will be to compell him to restrict the crop by law. So does p atern al­ 
ism grow when once introduced into governm ent. 
First came the effort to induce the American farm er to cut the size 
of his crops by persuasion, through a campaign of education. 
W hen 
this didn’t work, the governm ent, under the New Deal, started in to nay 
him to be good. 
Millions were paid to the agriculturists to reduce their 
cotton, wheat and other crops, and the governm ent spent additional m il­ 
lions in buying up and destroying spring pigs. But even this didn’t work. 
T he governm ent cannot go on spending money indefinitely to pay the 
farm ers to reduce their crops. 
Persuasion, both verbal and m onetary, 
have failed to work. 
If the system is to be continued, the governm ent m ust now step in 
with a stern parental hand and “m ake” the farm ers cut down on their 
production. It is true th a t the Bankhead bill is only to operate for two 
years and th a t it applies only to cotton, but paternalism has a way of 
growing rapidly once it is introduced, and who know’s w hat will follow, 
once the camel has his nose under the tent? 
The theory behind the cotton reduction program is th a t if the 
Am erican farm ers will reduce their crop of cotton for a year or two, the 
big surplus will be gotten rid of and the price of the staple will rise. But 
a gTeat m any people believe th a t there is a flaw in the logic. Large quan­ 
tities of cotton are exported and the price in our m arket depends on the 
world price. 
Now, the world price depends on supply and demand. 
If 
the other cotton producing countries would cut their crops as America 
does, som ething m ight be done along the line of reducing the supply. 
B ut unfortunately this will not be the case. Already we are getting 
stories th a t Egypt, Russia and other countries which produce cotton, 
learning of the im m inent crop reduction in America, are preparing to in­ 
crease their crops of the staple during the next year or two. Therefore 
th e African and Asiatic cotton grower is apt to profit while the American 
farm er loses. 
The experience of G reat B ritain with the curtailm ent of rubber pro­ 
duction a few years ago is a case in point. W hen British rubber produc­ 
tion was restricted, other rubber producting coountries increased their 
crops until there was greater over-production th an ever, and prices went 
to the sub-cellar. 
But the worst thing about the enforced cotton production plan is 
not the possibility th a t it will not work. 
It now would seem to indicate 
th a t we are confronted with a new program of governm ent control. 
If 
Uncle Sam can tell the farm er he m ust raise only so m uch cotton, w heat 
and hogs, how long will it be until he will w ant to tell all of us where and 
how m uch we m ust work, how m uch we shall receive and just w hat we 
ought to eat and wear?

Dr. B urt told 
students when lecturing on “The 
Psychology of the Sexes” and there 
is practically no difference between 
the sexes in m ental capacity.

HARRISBURG, April 6. — The 
victimized patient and not the “doc­ 
tor” constitutes the greatest barrier 
which the Department of 
Public 
Instruction must surmount in its 
crusade to cleanse Pennsylvania of 
witchcraft and sorcery. 
This is the assertion of Robert 
W. Semenow, the department’s law 
enforcement director, who at the 
same time called upon those persons 
who have paid fees for treatment of 
illnesses or ailments through the 
medium of charms, herbs or papers 
bearing cabilistic marks for co-op­ 
eration in securing convictions. 
Patients Are Wary 
Deluded with the hysterical fear 
that a further “spell” fraught with 
indescribable tortures would be cast 
upon them were they to testify or 
make formal complaints, the vic­ 
timized patients themselves have 
thus unwittingly frustrated nume­ 
rous prosecutions of the illegal prac­ 
tice, according to Semenow. 
The department, he said, is em­ 
powered to prosecute under a state 
law which provides that the prac­ 
tice of medicine must be licensed 
“We would be only too glad to 
prosecute these so-called hex doc­ 
tors,” Semenow declared, “but we 
are handicapped because of the fear 
of patients that a further curse 
would be cast upon them if they 
testified.” 
Lancaster County Hotbed 
In Lancaster county, termed by 
Semenow the “hotbed” of the weird 
arts of hexerai which were brought 
into the state by immigrant settlers 
200 years ago, two prosecutions have 
been instituted by the department 
since December, 1933, resulting in 
one conviction. 
Semenow stressed the point that 
his department is powerless to act 
in cases where the “doctor” psycho­ 
logically 
diagnoses 
the 
ailment 
„without offering a cure. 
He said, 
however, that a violation is auto­ 
matically incurred if medicine is 
administered, even though a fee is 
not charged. 
“The practice of medicine,” he 
asserted, "is predicated on an illness 
or ailment. 
When the hex doctor 
prescribes a psychological cure to 
break a curse or spell that can hard­ 
ly be construed as treating a physi­ 
cal ailment.” 
Semenow warned, however: 
“If pow-wowism is mixed up in 
tn$.,way with the practice of medi­ 
cine by which the hex doctor diag­ 
noses a disease or prescribes reme­ 
dies whether they be herbs, medi­ 
cine or charms, this department will 
institute prosecutions.” 
. Meanwhile, the hex practitioners 
are freely dealing out their cures 
fcnd charms in,return for “fat” fees, 
secure in the knowledge that their 
fullible victims won’t talk, Seme- 
iiow charged.

Taxes Is Failure 


SEEK PUBLICITY 


ON INCOME TAXES

WASHINGTON, April 6—The 
progressive drive for higher fed- 
eral taxes on the rich won a par- 
tial victory In tht senate today 
as administration leaders ac- 
cepted the LaFollctte schedule 
for increased estate taxes. 
The LaFollette rates would yield 


$95,000,000 more than existing law 
through taxes on inheritances. The 
total revenue from these taxes, ac- 
cording to treasury estimates, would 
L- close to $180,000,000 a year. 


No Wartime' Rates. 


The progressives lost when they 


sought to restore virtual wartime 
income taxes, especially in the high- 
er brackets. They forced a $7,000,- 
000 increase in surtaxes but also lost 
when they tried to force an increase 
of the normal income tax rate from 
four to six per cent on all incomes. 


The new estate taxes, as proposed 


by Senator LaFollette" (R) of Wis- 
consin, would allow an exemption 
of $40,000 but would impose rates 
thereafter, ranging from one per 
cent on the first $35,000 net inher- 
itance to 60 per cent of inheritances 
In excess of $10,000,001). Administra- 
tion leaders agreed this was a meth- 
od for forcing a redistribution of 
wealth, while providing revenue for 
the treasury from a source best able 
to pay it. 


Normal Rate 4 Per Cent. 


A similar increase in gift taxes 


was believed unavoidable. 


The income taxes, already approv- 
ed by the senate, will bring about 
$580,000,000 into the treasury. The 
normal rate will be four per cent, 
•while the surtaxes, starting at $4,000, 
•will range from five per cent up to 
a maximum of 59 per cent, which 
applies to all incomes in excess of 
$1.000,000 a year. 


The progressives also hoped for

$95,000,000 more than existing law 
through taxes on Inheritances. The 
total revenue from these taxes, ac- 
cording to-treasury estimates, would 
L- close to $180,000,000 a year. 


No Wartime'Rates. 


The progressives lost when they 


sought to restore virtual wartim 
income taxes, especially in the high 
er brackets. They forced a $7,000,- 
000 increase in surtaxes but also los 
•when they tried to force an-increase 
of the normal income tax rate from 
four to six per cent on all incomes. 


. The new estate taxes, as proposec 
by Senator LaFollette' (R,) of Wis- 
consin, would allow an exemption 
of $40,000 but would impose rates 
thereafter, ranging from one per 
cent on the first $35;000 net inher- 
itance to 60 per cent of inheritances 
in excess of $10,000,000. , Administra- 
tion leaders agreed tbis was a meth- 
od for forcing a redistribution of 
wealth, while providing revenue for 
the treasury from a source best able 
to pay it. 


Normal Rate 4 Per Cent. 


A similar Increase in gift taxes 


•was believed unavoidable. 
The income taxes, already approv- 


ed by the senate, will bring about 
$580,000,000 into the; treasury. : The 
normal rate will be four per cent, 
•while the surtaxes, starting at $4,000, 
•will range from five per cent'-'up to 
a maximum of 59-per cent, which 
applies to all incomes in excess of 
$1,000,000 a year. '

The new estate taxes, as proposed 
by Senator LaFollette '(R) of Wis­ 
consin, would allow an exemption 
of $40,000 but would impose rates 
thereafter, ranging from one per 
cent on the first $35,000 net inher­ 
itance to 60 per cent of inheritances 
in excess of $10,000,000. Administra­ 
tion leaders agreed this was a meth­ 
od for forcing a redistribution of 
wealth, while providing revenue for 
the treasury from a source best able 
to pay it.

ven. And whoso shall receive one 
such little child receiyeth: me." Thus 
did our Lord dignify, service, even 
though it be to a child, as though it 
were service rendered him personal^ 
ly. Any failure to render that ser- 
vice might result in the child's stum- 
bling and thereby bring the severest 
condemnation upon•, the one who 
had failed to serve the child: "Who- 
so shall cause one of these little ones 
that believe on me to.stumble, It is 
profitable for hlm-that a great mill- 
stone should-be :bunged about his 
neck, and that he should be sunk.in 
the depth of the sea," .

Thus Jesus made the child the i 
center of. interest in. church "and so- i 
clefcy.. Whoever puts dividends or! 
revenue In the midst as he exploits 
his fellow-men, and especially the 
youth of today, may well ponder 
these stern words of warning! In 
our desperate striving for economic 
recovery let us not seek it at the 
peril of the welfare of our "children 
either by lessening their educational 
advantages to save taxes or by In- 
creasing their moral hazards to pro- 
vide new sources of revenue. Jesus 
placed a child in the midst. Let the 
home, the school, the state and the 
church make no substitution of any- 
thing else for that central peace. 
"How 
will this.affect our children?" 
should be the first question asked of 
any policy or program. To do less 
than this puts humanity beneath; 
even the level of the brute creation. 


Suffer the tittle Children" 
Sins of omission-as well as those 


of' commission call for attention in 
the interest of pur children. Failure 
to give them spiritual,and moral 
training is as culpable as any other 


type of non-support bt which par 
ents may be guilty. "Suffer the lit 
tie children, and forbid them not tt 
come unto me: for of such is thi 
kingdom of heaven." His disciple, 
thought be had more Important ser 
vice'to render and rebuked the par 
ents who thus sought Christ's bless 
ing upon their little ones. But Jesus 
had no more important business or 
more impelling Interest. "See that 
ye despise not one of/these little 
ones; for :I say unto you, that In 
heaven their angels'do always be- 
hold the face of my Father which Is 
in heaven."

Failure 
to give them spiritual and moral 
i training is as culpable as any other 


type of non-support of which par­ 
ents may be guilty. “Suffer the lit­ 
tle children, and forbid them not to 
come unto me: for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven.”

Any failure to render that ser- 
vice might result in the child's stum- 
bling and thereby bring the severest 
condemnation upon the one who 
had failed to serve the child: "Who- 
so shall cause one of these little ones 
that; believe on me to stumble, It la 
profitable for him that a great mill- 
stone should be hanged about his 
neck, and that he should be sunk in 
he dtipth of the sea." 


Thus Jesus made the child the 


center of. Interest in church and so- 
ciety. Whoever puts dividends or 
revenue in the midst as he exploits 
his fellow-men, and especially the 
vouth of today, may well ponder 
,hese stern words of warning! In 
our dtisperate striving for economic 
•ecovery let us not seek it at the 
peril of the welfare of our children 
either by lessening their educational 
advantages to save taxes or by In- 
creasing their moral hazards to pro- 
vide new sources of revenue. Jesus 
}lacec: a child in the midst. Let the 
lome, the school, the state and the 
church make no substitution of any- 
thing else for that central peace. 
'How will this.affect our children?" 
should be the first question asked of 
any policy or program. To do leas 
than this put* humanity beneath 
even Bhe level of the brute creation. 


Suffer the Little Children" 


Bin;; of omission as well as those 


of commission call for attention in 
;he Interest of our children. Failure 
to give them spiritual,. and moral 
training is as culpable as any other 


type of non-support of which par- 
ents may be guilty. "Suffer the lit- 
tle children, and forbid them not to 
come unto me: for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven." His disciples 
thought he had more important ser- 
vice to render and rebuked the par- 
ents 'who thus sought Christ's bless- 
ing upon their little ones. But Jesus 
had no more Important business or 
more impelling interest. "See that 
ye despise not one of these little 
ones; for I say unto you, that in 
heaven their angels do always be- 
hold the face of my Father which Is 
in heaven." 


Child Conservation Dignified 


Jesus. further dignified every ef- 


fort at child conservation by giving 
in this connection that gem of par- 
ables of the ninety and nine sheep 
safely folded and the one lost sheep 
of the shepherd's supreme Interest: 
"Even so it is not the will,of your 
Father which Is in heaven, that one 
of these little ones shall perish."

Of Protecting Health Of 


Public, He States ' 


HEALTH FACTOR 


IS PREDOMINANT 


HARRISBURG, April 6. — The 
State Department of Health has 
been receiving a number of letters 
from milk producers in various sec- 
tions of the state indicating a mis- 
conception of the purpose of the 
milk laws as enforced by the De- 
partment of Health. 
"These laws," said Dr. Theodore 


B. AppeL secretary of health, today, 
"were. approved for the purpose of 
protecting the public health. It was 
not intended to interfere with pri- 
vate industries or to eliminate the 
possibility of local farmers dispos- 
ing of their product in the neigh- 
borhood. While in effect a number 
of farmers have been prohibited 
in selling raw milk from non-tuber- 
culin tested cattle, the prohibition 
decidedly Is not an economic one. 
"Permits to sell milk are Issued 


without.cost to all milk .producers 
meeting the sanitary 
regulations. 


These Involve, among others, that 
raw* milk must come from tubercu- 
lin tested cattle. Producers of any 
kind of milk must have a milk house 
on the premises, cleansing facilities 
and bottling equipment so that caps 
may be applied mechanically. 


"While it is realized that there 
may be a number of small farmers 
to 
whom such regulations may 
cause hardships, the health of the 
public is paramount and therefore 


the small dealer, as well as the 
large producer, is held equal in the 
eyes of the law. 


"The Department of Health al- 


ways has been and will continue to 
be most sympathetic with the farm- 
er and rural dweller in every phase 
of economic activity .affecting the 
public health in which he engages. 
But the risk is entirely: too great 
to permit any individual to produce 
and sell milk even among ,a small 
number of neighbors unless the reg- 
ulations adopted to protect the pub- 
lic are recognized. These regula- 
tions, drawn- under authority of leg- 
islative acts by the advisory health 
board, represent careful study" of the 
issues involved. However, they are 
subject to change at any time with- 
in the limitations of the-basic laws 
passed by the- legislature. Con- 
structive requests for- amendments 
always will receive careful atten- 
tion. 
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GLASS OF WATER 


WORTH $10,000 


(International News Service) 


ANN HARBOR, Mich.—The most 
precious glassful of water in the 
world—$10,000 worth— is under loot 
and key in the University of Mich- 
igan laboratories today; guarded as 
jealousy as radium. 


It is "heavy water" in its pure 
state deuterium oxide, discovered 
only two years ago arid valuable in 
the treatment of cancer. Profs. J. 
CV Halford, Leigh C. Anderson and 
Joan R. Bates have worked out a 
plan, to increase the University's 
valuable supply to two quarts with- 
in two years. 


A report on the process was given 
at the March meeting of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. Prof. Halfofd hopes that 
the water may some day prove val- 
uable in curing the ailments of old 
age.

by Dr. Edward Schoolman, Chica- 
go, in 'speaking on the subject 
"Marriage, Fulfillment or Frustra- 
tion."

Marriage, however, he declared, 
has a great significance to the indi- 
vidual and to society and "that sig- 
nificance should be extolled.'^ 


"Marriage1 provided a background 


for children," he asserted. "It should 
be altogether based on that" fact. 


It should be a legal, social and 
economic institution, not * sexual 
institution. Then men and women 
will not marry with distorted no- 
tions, but with fitness and whole 
someneBS." 


A civilization, he expressed the 


belief; would not be possible with- 
out marriage and the family. Facts, 
he sftid, point definitely to that con- 
clusion. 


."Marriage has .lost most of its 


fundamental functions," he said. 
"The family was an economic group, 
a co-operative group. Machinery 
came along and took this away from 
marriage.

MODIFIED SOD METHODS IN 


, 
ORCHARDS IS BEST, 


/A modified sod treatment of or- 
chard soils is indicated as the 
best method by expediments con- 
ducted by department of horticul- 
ture at the Pennsylvania State col- 
lege. The results do not encourage 
the use of clean cultivation nor are 
they favorable' to: long continued 
sod, even when supplemented .with 
annual applications of nitrogenous 
fertilizer. 
, 
A soil containing a liberal supply 


of organic matter has proved to be 
most desirable,-: since this condition 
assures greater moisture supply, pro- 
motes growth, and improves -the 
yield. 
Supplying adequate plant 


food,' providing sufficient moisture, 
and maintaining satisfactory grow- 
ing conditions need not be a diffi- 
cult task under this system. 


Two crops, fruit trees and sod, are 


grown in a single season. This has 
required a liberal supply of available 
plant food, which in general orchard 
practice has been provided in the 
form of a nitrogenous fertilizer. 
Where sod has been continued year 


after year, it became the more ag- 
gressive, in utilizing the'fertilizer and 
tree growth':was checked. 
.,; 


' N o w . the feeding, of the two crops 
'is recommended, as follows:, apply-: 
ling"- a. nitrogen; fertilizer for, :the 
trees and other fertilizers for the 
sod to -build up the humus 'content 
of the soil. A treatment, similar to 
that given in 'a general farm: rota- 
tion, consisting of superphosphate 
and lime, where needed, is consider- 
ed most satisfactory. Applications 
at different times. is not' involved 
since the needs of both crops can 
be satisfied in a complete fertilized 
The amounts;can be varied accord- 
ing to the response in growth. 


This.method of management will 


stimulate both tree and sod .growth, 
provided the sod is harrowed each 
spring to destroy part, of the sod. 
The decayof this sod will improve 
the physical condition of the soil. 
Both legumes -and grasses can be 
used in this system.'

WINTER INJURY REDUCES 


GRAIN CROP PROSPECTS

spring barley or pats be drilled on 
wheat fields' lor which:there seems 
to be little hope: Unless the field is 
disked- or thoroughly harrowed be- 
fore sowing spring grain, however, 
the results are likely to be poor. 


In most cases the cheapest and 


most'satisfactory plan will be to sow 
the clover or alfalfa on the wheat 
field as usual and harvest any sur- 
viving wheat. Where the wheat is 
very thin or dead the clover usually 
will?come along very rapidly and 
often will make a 'cutting of hay in 
August. Weeds may get ahead of 
the clover where the. wheat has been 
winter-killed.1

, Opposition1 to the Bankhead bill 
for limiting the sales of. cotton: will 
probably not be enough, to prevent

In most cases the cheapest and 
most satisfactory plan will be to sow 
the clover or alfalfa on the wheat 
field as usual and harvest any sur­ 
viving wheat. Where the wheat is 
very' thin or dead the clover usually 
will come along very rapidly and 
often will make a cutting of! hay in 
August. 
Weeds may get ahead ot 
the clover where the wheat has been 
winter-killed. Then a clipping with 


the mower set high to avoid cutting 
much of the clover will be neces­ 
sary. 


FILTHY FEED CAUSES TROUBLE 
FOR CHICKS 
Disease infection and parasitic in­ 
festation are likely to result when 
chicks pick up feed contaminated 
with droppings and filth. 
For this reason, it is a good prac­ 
tice to place both grain and mash 
in hoppers so constructed as to pre­ 
vent the chicks from wasting or con­ 
taminating their feed. Plans for a 
practical type of hopper are con­ 
tained in the Pennsylvania State 
college extension circular No. 131, 
“Use Clean Feed to Grow Healthy 
Pullets” which may be obtained from 
the Agricultural Extension office, 9 
Dean block, New Castle. 
Placing all «feed containers on 
wire-covered frames prevents the 
chicks from picking up contaminat­ 
ed feed from the floor. Feed which 
spills from the hopper falls under 
the wire and can be removed when 
the house is cleaned.

MODIFIED SOD METHODS IN 


ORCHARDS IS BEST 


/A modified sod treatment of or- 
chard soils is indicated 
as the 
best method by expediments con- 
ducted by department of horticul- 
ture at the Pennsylvania State col- 
lege. The results do not encourage 
the use of clean cultivation nor are 
they favorable to long continued 
sod, even when supplemented with 
annual applications of nitrogenous 
fertilizer. 


A soil containing a liberal supply 


of organic matter has proved to be 
most desirable, since this condition 
assures greater moisture supply, pro- 
motes growth, and improves the 
yield. 
Supplying adequate 
plant 


food,' providing sufficient moisture, 
and maintaining satisfactory grow- 
ing conditions need not be a diffi- 
cult task under this system. 


Two crops, fruit trees and sod, are 


grown in a single season. This has 
required a liberal supply of available 
plant food, which in general orchard 
practice has been provided in the 
form of a nitrogenous fertilizer. 
Where sod has been continued year 


after year, it became the more ag- 
gressive in utilizing the fertilizer and 
tree growth was checked. 


Now the feeding of the two crops 


is recommended as follows: apply- 
ing a nitrogen fertilizer for the 
trees and other fertilizers for the 
sod to build up the humus content 
of the soil. A treatment, similar to 
that given in a general farm rota- 
tion, consisting of superphosphate 
and lime, where needed, is consider- 
ed most satisfactory. 
Applications 


at different times is not involved 
since the needs of both crops can 
be satisfied in a complete fertilizer. 
The amounts can be varied accord- 
ing to the response in growth. 
This method of management will 


stimulate both tree and sod growth, 
provided the sod is harrowed each 
spring to destroy part of the sod. 
The decay of this sod will improve 
the physical condition of the soil. 
Both legumes and grasses can be 
used In this system. 


WINTER INJURY REDUCES 


GRAIN CROP PROSPECTS 


Wheat looks very badly this spring 


in many fields. Some of the wheat 
will come along and may make a 
fair crop, depending somewhat on 
future weather. 
It is sometimes suggested that 


spring barley or oats be drilled on 
wheat fields for which there seems 
to be little hope. Unless the field is 
disked or thoroughly harrowed be- 
fore sowing spring grain, however, 
the results are likely to be poor. 


In most cases the cheapest and 


most satisfactory plan will be to sow 
the clover or alfalfa on the wheat 
fleld as usual and harvest any sur- 
viving wheat. Where the wheat is 
very thin or dead the clover usually 
will come along very rapidly and 
often will make a cutting of hay in 
August. Weeds may get ahead of 
the clover where the wheat has been

FILTHY FEED CAUSES TROUBLE 


FOR CHICKS 


Disease infection and parasitic in- 
festation are likely to result when 
chicks pick up feed contaminated 
with droppings and filth.- 


For this reason, it is a good prac- 


tice to place both grain and masa 
in hoppers so constructed as to pre- 
vent the chicks from wasting or con- 
taminating their feed. Plans for a 
practical type of hopper are con- 
tained in the Pennsylvania State 
college extension circular No. 131, 
"Use Clean Feed to Grow Healthy 
Pullets" which may ibe obtained from 
the Agricultural Extension office, 9 
Dean block, New Castle. 


Placing all .feed containers on 


wire-covered frames prevents the 
chicks from picking up contaminat- 
ed feed from the floor. Feed which 
spills from the hopper falls Under 
the wire and can be removed when 
the house is cleaned.

Opposition to the Bankhead bill 


for limiting the sales of cotton will 
probably not be enough to prevent 
its passage by congress, and it .will 
doubtless be law by the time you 
read this. While I think the plan 
will be effective in reducing the pro- 
duction of cotton, for a year or two | 
at least, it does not impress me as 
very skillfully conceived. 


The purpose of all cotton legisla- 


tion, of course, is to increase the in- 
comes of cotton growers, and it is 
generally agreed that to do this we 
must cut down production until most 
of the abnormal supply from past 
years is used up. To do this we 
have had last year's plow-up cam- 
paign, loans for holding cotton on 
the farm, this year's acreage reduc- 
tion sign-up, and now this tax limit 
on the amount of cotton that can be 
ginned. 
It has always seemed to me that 


this huge and intricate machinery 
was unnecessary. If a simple excise 
tax were placed on all cotton at the 
time of sale! the tax paid back to the 
grower on an allotted number of 
bales, representing the cotton we use 
iri this country, and the tax refunded 
to exporters on all cotton 
sold 


abroad, it seems to me that we vould 
get all the desirable results we want 
at one-hundredth of the time, effort 
and expense. 
* * * 


However, you will not be inter- 


ested in my views, since the Bank- 
head plan is going to be tried. Many 
opponents in congress compared it 
with the Stevenson plan, which the 
British operated on rubber for a 
number of years, and which finally 
broke down and was abandoned. 


There are some similarities, to be 


sure. But I do not think the Bank- 
head plan will fail for the same rea- 
sons as the rubber scheme. 


The rubber crop was wholly an 


export crop. Whatever Is not ex- 
ported must be held for later sale if 
not destroyed. Thus the buyer of 
rubber looks at the total world stock, 
knows that it must be sold sooner or 
later, and figures, his. price, accord- 
ingly.

Again, the temporary high prices 


of rubber greatly stimulated rubber 
plantations in competing countries, 
and it was on this snag that the plan 
finally split.

Areas where cotton can be cheaply 
and successfully grown are not large, 
and are well known.

we keep the price of cotton anywhere 
within reason.

Dealers Must Get 
livestock Permits 


Checkup To Be Made On Those 
Who Have Failed To Com­ 
ply With Law 


HARRISBURG, Apr. 6.— Many 
livestock dealers who were licensed 
under the State law to sell livestock 
in Pennsylvania in 1933, have failed 
to take out 1934 licenses, according 
to records in the bureau of animal 
industry, Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture. 
Bureau officials are advising all 
such dealers that to continue in 
business, they must be licensed un­ 
less they now come under one of the 
specific exemption provisions. 
The 
1933 licenses were not good after De­ 
cember 31, 1933. 
No fee is charged for a livestock 
dealer’s license but a severe penalty 
is provided for disregarding the law. 
A special check-up of all delin­ 
quent livestock dealers to determine 
their standing under the State law, 
will be made by field agents of the 
bureau of animal industry. In the 
meantime, those who have not pro­ 
cured their 1934 license, are warned 
to do so at once.

HARRISBURG, Apr. 6.— Many 
livestock dealers who were licensed 
under the State law to sell livestock 
in Pennsylvania in 1933, have failed 
to take out 1934 licenses, according 
to records in the bureau of animal 
industry, Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture. 
Bureau officials are advising all 


such dealers that to continue in 
business, they must be licensed un- 
less they now come under one of the 
specific exemption provisions. 
The 


1933 licenses were not good after De- 
cember 31, 1933. 


No fee is charged for a livestock 
dealer's license but a severe penalty 
is provided for disregarding the law. 


A special check-up of all delin- 


quent livestock dealers to determine 
their standing under the State law, 
will be made by field agents of the 
bureau of animal industry. In the 
meantime, those who have not pro- 
cured their 1834 license, are warned 
to do so at once.

BRING HIGH PRICES 


HARRISBURG, Apr. 6.—Pennsyl- 


vania apple growers received a pre- 
mium price for their 1933 crop of 
ten cents a bushel or more over the 
average return to growers in any 
other leading apple-state, records in 
the Pennsylvania bureau of markets,' 
indicate. 
This is explained as due 
to the high quality of Pennsylvania 
fruit, to excellent home markets, to 
favorable demand from other states 
and to good prices received in for- 
eign markets due to careful grading 
and certification. 


HARRISBURG, April 6— Penn- 


sylvania's birth rate has declined to 
a point where the statisticians want 
to be sure their figures are correct. 


On the basis of reports made to 


the bureau of vital statistics in the 
State Department of Health only 
156,839 children were born in 1933 
That, the statisticians say, is a rate 
of 15.8 per 1000 population, the low- 
est on record. 


If the present rate of decline Is 
maintained they point out that in 
a few years the population of the 
State may become stationary. 
In an effort to check possible er- 


rors, Dr. Emlyn Jones, chief of the 
statistics bureau, has .written to 750 
registrars directing a State 
wide 
birth registration survey. 


Dr. Jones asked the registrars to 
checks all infant death certificates, 
under one year, against births 
to 


discover missing reports. A search 
of baptismal registers was asked. 


A check also will be made on phy- 
sicians, mldwives and hospitals to 
make certain all births 
were re- 


ported. In sections where reporting 
formerly has been lax local regis- 
trars have been advised to conduct 
a house to house birth census.

Boettcher, wealthy 
Denver financier, for the arrest and 
conviction of Sankey. 
Boettcher’s 
son, Charles Boettcher II, was the 
victim 
of 
one of Sankey’s mort 
spectacular abductions. 
The 12 or 14 persons who aided 
In the capture of Sankey and his 
partner, Gordon Alcorn, will be re­ 
warded with $15,000, the balance of 
the fund having been paid for the 
capture of other members of the 
kidnaping gang, now serving long 
terms in the federal penitentiary. 
From a man in South Dakota 
came a letter explaining in detail 
how he gave information that led 
to Sankey’s arrest. He asked that 
his name be not made public, as 
he feared being put “on the spot.” 
The application of William Mas- 
ser, Chicago barber., revealed how 
he staked his life to assist officers 
in taking the widely sought bad- 
man into custody. 
“I had known a man by the name 
of William 
E. Clark, 
who later 
proved to be Verne Sankey,” Mas- 
fier wrote. 
“Federal agent« ar­ 


ranged with my boss to carry on 
certain preparations that led to his 
capture. 
“I was alone when he came into 
the shop. 
“I seated Sankey in my chair, 
carefuly folding up the bottom front 
of the apron 
so 
the 
folds were 
above his knees, exposing also his 
hands. 
Then I stood on one side 
of the chair and, at a signal, the 
officers rushed in.” 
Angeline Sindzenski, alias Heien 
Mattem, of Chicago, who gave po­ 


lice there information leading to the 
arrest of Alcorn, also put in a claim. 
Mrs. Carrie Flshner. man&g.r of 
an apartment where Sankey lived 
| in Chicago, and Ruben E. Linn, a 
Chicago mail carrier, who informed 
| police where Sankey was receiving 
his mail are among the claimants, 
as are Thomas Curtin, John M. 
Lynch and Edward Donovan. Chi­ 
cago policemen, who declared they 
followed the trail “like a trio of 
bloodhounds” until they captured 
Sankey in the barber shop.

psychology 01 confidence made by 
Max L. Hutt, associate pnychologlnl 
In the Education Clinic of Uic Col- 
lege of the City of New York. 


An intelligent individual with In- 


formational background tends to b«s 
cautious in making .Judgements and 
decisions, Hutt Indicated, It is the 
Ignorant person that is either most 
or least confident. 


It was also shown by the itudy 
that the amount of confidence isi 
conditioned by the group of which 
the person Is a member. The most 
Informed person In one group will 
be cautious there, yet decidedly 
meek when he meets other pcopie 
who have a better culturnl back- 
ground. Confidence varies with the 
situations he said, 


Hutt performed a number of ex- 


periments on large groups of col- 
lege students and in expanding the 
range of investigation to include 
secondary and elementary school 
pupils.

ed out to member organizations to­ 
day in a letter in which he reviewed 
taxation statistics for Pennsylvania 
as compiled by the federal census 
bureau. 
The total per capita governmental- 
eost payments of state and local gov­ 
ernm ents in Pennsylvania Was $70.13 
in 1932 as compared with $127.96 in 
New York, $129.97 in New Jersey,

Federal figures showed th a t the

Big Tax Jump. 
Total state taxes and licenses rose 
from $70,464,966 in 1922 to $169,404,- 
264 in 1932, according to the census 
bureau figures, or an increase of 
140.4 per cent, on a per capita basis, 
state taxes and licenses were $7.91 
in 1922 and $17.42 in 1932.

AGAINST SIGNAL

HARRISBURG, April 6.—Leon D. 


Metzger. secretary of revenue, -to- 
day said pedestrians unnecessarily 
increase the accident odds against 
them by their failure to exercise 
reasonable good judgment and cau- 
tion. 
"As long as motorists and. pedes- 
trians have occasion to use the 
same thoroughfares there will be 
accidents involving the two, and it 
Is equally certain that as long as 
pedestrians Tail to follow even, the 
simplest rules for their own safety 
these accidents -will be especially 
numerous," Secretary Metzger said. 
"Take, for instance, the simple 


matter ol crossing at street inter- 
sections protected with signals. Ac- 
cident records show that by the tpo- 
frequent practice of disregarding 
such signals the pedestrian automa- 
tically increases four times the odds 
against him. 
" . 
. 


At Crossings. 


"Last year 183 pedestrians were 


injured, three fatally, while crossing 
with the signal at such intersec- 
tions. On the other hand, 656 were 
injured—and the fatalities leaped to 
27—while crossing against the sig- 
nal. In two months this year twen- 
ty-eight persons were injured, two 
fatally crossing with the signal 
while 137 were injured, six fatally, 
while crossing against the signal. 


"In other words, pedestrians who 


flaunted the signals simply piled uj 
the odds against them and, in ef 
feet, deliberately assumed respon 
sibility for the 
increased dange 
they incurred. 


"The same situation exists in th 
rural districts where accident statis 
tics emphasize the danger of walk 
ing along a highway with, rathe 
than against, the traffic. Receh 
statistics show that the pedestrian 
who turns his back to automobile 
instantly doubles the accident ode 
against him. Last year /430 pedes 
trians were injured and eighty-fiv 
were killed while walking oh rura 
roads with their backs to traffic 
These totals are twice as large a. 
those in cases where the pedestrian 
used forethought and walked facin 
oncoming traffic. In the latter typ 
of accident 229 pedestrians were in 
jured and 58 killed.. 


• Facing Traffic. 


"In this.connection it is wortl 
while to note that safety regulation 
which direct pedestrians to 'wal 
along the left side of the road, fac 
ing traffic, dictate that procedur 
so that the man on foot (not on! 
can, 
if necessary, step out of th 


way if the motorist does not see hirr 
or cannot change his course rapid 
ly enough. The full effect of thi 
safety measure 5s lost if pedestrian 
simply walk facing traffic and mak 
no other effort to avoid an acci 
dent. 


: "In this situation there are fre 


quently condition's where the pedes 
trian commands a better view than 
the motorist of the impending dan 
ger. This is particularly true when 
two cars pass at night or in foggy 
or rainy weather: 
At such time 
a sensible pedestrian will .lose n 
time in giving space to"two-wa 
traffic.'

Metzger Cites Causes Which 
Aid In Increase Of High­ 
way Accidents 


CROSS STREETS 
ACAINST SIGNAL 


(Special To The News) 
HARRISBURG, April 6,—Leon D. 
Metzger, secretary of revenue, to­ 
day said pedestrians unnecessarily 
increase the accident odds against 
them by their failure to exercise 
reasonable good judgment and cau­ 
tion. 
“As long as motorists and pedes­ 
trians have occasion to use the 
same thoroughfares there will be 
accidents involving the two, and it 
is equally certain that as long as 
pedestrians fail to follow even the 
simplest rules for their own safety 
these accidents will be especially 
numerous/' Secretary Metzger said. 
“Take, for instance, the simple 
matter of crossing at street inter­ 
sections protected with signals. Ac­ 
cident records show that by the too- 
frequent practice of disregarding 
such signals the pedestrian automa­ 
tically increases four times the odds 
against him. 


flaunted the signals simply piled up 
the odds against them and, in ef­ 
fect, deliberately assumed respon­ 
sibility for the 
increased 
danger 
they incurred. 
“The same situation exists in the 
rural districts where accident statis­ 
tics emphasize the danger of walk­ 
ing along a highway with, rather 
than against, the traffic. 
Recent 
statistics show that the pedestrian 
who turns his back to automobiles 
instantly doubles the accident odds 
against him. Last year 430 pedes­ 
trians were injured and eighty-five 
were killed while walking on rural 
roads with their backs to traffic. 
These totals are twice as large as 
those in cases where the pedestrian 
used forethought and walked facing 
oncoming traffic. In the latter type 
of accident 229 pedestrians were in­ 
jured and 58 killed. 
Facing Traffic. 
“In this connection it is worth 
while to note that safety regulations 
which direct pedestrians to walk 
along the left side of the road, fac­ 
ing traffic, dictate that procedure 
so that the man on foot not only 
can, if necessary, step out of the 
way if the motorist does not see him 
or cannot change his course rapid­ 
ly enough. The full effect of this 
safety measure is lost if pedestrians 
simply walk facing traffic and make 
no other effort to avoid an acci­ 
dent. 
“In this situation there are fre­ 
quently conditions where the pedes­ 
trian commands a better view than 
the motorist of the impending dan­ 
ger. This is particularly true when 
two cars pass at night or in foggy 
or rainy weather. 
At such times 
a sensible pedestrian will lose no 
time in giving space to two-way 
traffic.’

STATE TAXATION

HARBISBURG, April 6.—The per 


capita general property tax in Penn- 
sylvania leaped from $26.70 in 1922 
to $38.12 in 1932, Dr. Leonard P. Fox, 
manager of the research and infor- 
mation bureau of the Pennsylvania 
State Chamber of Commerce point- 
ed out to member organizations to- 
day in a letter in which he reviewed 
taxation statistics for Pennsylvania 
as compiled by the federal census 
bureau. 
The total per capita governmental- 


eost payments of state and local gov- 
ernments in Pennsylvania was $70.13 
hi 1932 as compared with $127.96 in 
New York, $129.97 in New Jersey, 
$73.24 in Ohio, $96.31 in Massachu- 
setts and $70.83 in Maryland, ac- 
cording to the federal figures as 
quoted by Dr. Fox. : 
Federal figures stowed that the 


levy of the general property tax in 
Pennsylvania increa.-ied from $239,- 
795,000 in 1922 to $370,671,775 in 
1932. The average rate per $100 of 
assessed valuation was $2.46 in 1922 
and $2.90 in 1932. 


Big Tax Jump. 


Total state taxes and licenses rose 


from $70,464,966 in 1922 to $169,404,- 
264 in 1932, according to the census 
bureau figures, or an increase ol 


. 140.4 per cent, on a per capita basis 
state taxes and licenses were $7.91 
in 1922 and $17.42 in 1932. 


The net debt of state and local 


governments in Pennsylvania in 1932 
was $1,213,705,622 of which 
the 
state's share was $75,858,392, or 6.3 
•per cent. Municipalities accounted 
for 54.2 per cent of the total debt; 
school districts for 20.4 per cent. 
Local debt increased 127.4 per cent 
.from 1922 to 1932 and the state debt 
51.8 per cent in the same period. 


Figures quoted by Dr. Fox showed I 
that the Pennsylvania state govern-J 
ment and all local governments had 
received receipts ol $626,563,214 in 
1932 
of which sch.jol districts re- 


ceived the largest share, 29.11 per 
cent. 


Of that amount cities and bor- 


oughs received 8.91 per cent; state 
government 27.1 per cent; counties 
10.14 per cent; tovrnships 3.35 per 
cent; poor district!; 1.11 per cent, 
and the Delaware river bridge com- 
mission 024 per cent. 


State government, according to 
the census figures, was responsible 
for 24.3 per cent of all governmental 
cost payments in Pennsylvania in 
1932. 


Dr. Fox said the federal figures 


place Pennsylvania in a favorable 
light as far as business inquiries are 
concerned but indicate that in Penn- 
sylvania the state government is 
spending more in proportion.to total 
government costs than state govern- 
ments in New York, Ohio, New Jer- 
sey or Massachusetts, he said the 
figures show state taxes have in- 
creased -more rapidly than local 
taxes during the past decade.

M'etzger Cites Causes Which 


Aid In Increase Of High- 


way Accidents 


CROSS STREETS 


AGAINST SIGNAL 


(Special To The News) 


HARRISBURG, April 6.—Leon D. 


Metzgcr. secretary of revenue, to- 
day said pedestrians unnecessarily 
increase the accident odds against 
them by their failure to exercise 
reasonable good judgment and cau- 
tion. 
"As long as motorists and pedes- 


trians have occasion to use the 
same thoroughfares there will be 
accidents involving the two, and it 
is equally certain that as long as 
pedestrians fail to follow even, the 
simplest rules for their own safety 
these accidents will be especially 
numerous," Secretary Metzger said. 


"Take, for instance, the simple 


matter of crossing at street inter- 
sections protected with signals. Ac- 
cident records show that by the too- 
frequent practice of disregarding 
such signals the pedestrian automa- 
tically increases four times the odds 
against him. 


At Crossings. 


"Last year 183 pedestrians were 


injured, three fatally, while crossing 
with the signal at such intersec- 
tions. On the other hand, 656 were 
injured—and the fatalities leaped to 
27—while crossing against the sig- 
nal. In two months this year twen- 
ty-eight persons were injured, two 
fatally crossing with the signal 
while 137 were injured, six fatally, 
while crossing against the signal. 


"In other words, pedestrians who 


flaunted the signals simply piled up 
the odds against them and, in ef- 
fect, deliberately assumed respon- 
sibility for the 
increased 
danger 


they incurred. 


"The same situation exists in the 


rural districts where accident statis- 
tics emphasize the danger of walk- 
ing along a highway with, rather 
than against, the traffic. 
Recent 


statistics show that the pedestrian 
who turns his back to automobiles 
instantly doubles the accident odds 
against him. Last year 430 pedes- 
trians were injured and eighty-five 
were killed while walking oh rural 
roads with their backs to traffic. 
These totals are twice as large as 
those in cases where the pedestrian 
used forethought and walked facing 
oncoming traffic. In the latter type 
of accident 229 pedestrians were in- 
jured and 58 killed. 


Facing; Traffic. 


"In this connection it is worth 


while to note that safety regulations 
which direct 
pedestrians to'walk 


along the left side of the road, fac- 
ing traffic, dictate that procedure 
so that the man on foot ,not only 
can, if necessary, step out of the 
way if the motorist does not see him 
or cannot change his course rapid- 
ly enough. The full effect of this 
safety measure is lost if pedestrians 
simply walk facing traffic and make 
no other effort to avoid an acci- 
dent. 


"In this situation there are fre 


quently condition's where the pedes 
trian commands a better view than 
the motorist of the impending dan 
ger. This is particularly true when 
two cars pass at night or in foggj 
or rainy weather. 
At such time 
a sensible pedestrian will lose n 
time in giving space to two-waj 
traffic.'

PITTSBURGH. — From

pinch of brown dust this chemist 
can tell you the am ount of nitrogen, 
sulphur or any one of m any ele­ 
m ents in a carload or more of coal. 
He calls the process "m icrochem ­ 
ical analysis" but insists th at, de­ 
spite the impressive name, the m e­ 
thod is very simple. 
The chem ist is Dr. W. R. Kirner, 
and the experim ents which now are 
regarded as im portant aids to in ­ 
dustry, he carries out here in the 
Coal Research Laboratory of C ar­ 
negie Institute of Technology. 
Simple or otherwise, the process 
is none the less ingenious. An alm ost 
invisible pinch of coal dust is care 
fully weighed on a delicate balance, 
placed in an unreasonably small 
"furnace" and heated. The gas driv­ 
en off in the heating process Is car- 
jried through a series of tubes to 
several 
"traps," 
also 
previously 
weighed, where the gases are caught. 
The value of m icro-analysis, K ir­ 
ner explains, lies not only in the u n ­ 
believably small am ounts af m ater­ 
ials th a t are tested, but also in the 
speed of the process. Older m ethods 
of analyzing large quantities re­ 
quire an entire day for completion; 
m icro-analysis obtains the same re­ 
sults in an hour and half to two 
hours. 


Then, too, by this amazing pro­ 
cess, analysis of highly explosive 
substances which could not be safe­ 
ly handled in larger quantities has 
been made possible. 
"Valuable research in work deal­ 
ing with enzymes, hormones, vita­ 
mins and glandular extracts would 
probably not have been possible, 
without 
microchemical 
methods," 
K irner points out. 
"Some of these substances are ex 
tremely costly—such as in one case 
where an analysis was desired of a 
m aterial worth $5,000 a gram, with 
only three- tenths of a gram avail­ 
able. Older methods 
would 
have 
completely destroyed tw o-tenths of 
a garm, valued a t $1,000, and would 
have left very little of the sub­ 
stance for any use. 
"An analysis by m icro-m ethods 
however, used only two milligrams, 
worth only $10." 
This one advantage of the fin an ­ 
cial saving involved will cause the 
process to be used more and more 
in industrial laboratories through­ 
out the country, K irner said.

ments in a carload or more of coal.

and the experiments which now are 
regarded as important aids to in- 
dustry, he carries out here in the 
Coal Research Laboratory of Car- 
negie Institute of Technology. 


Simple or otherwise, the process 
is none the less Ingenious. An almost 
invisible pinch of coaJ dust is care- 
fully weighed on a delicate balance, 
placed in an unreasonably small 
"furnace" and heated. The gas driv- 
en off in the heating process is car- 
ried through a series of tubes to 
several 
"traps," 
also previously 


weighed, where the gases are caught 


The value of micro-analysis, Kir- 
ner explains, lies not only in the un- 
believably small amounts af mater- 
ials that are tested, but also in the 
speed of the process. Older methods 
of analyzing large quantities re- 
quire an entire day for completion; 
micro-analysis obtains the same re- 
sults hi an hour and half to two 
.hours. 


Then, too, by this amazing pro- 


cess, anajysis of highly explosive 
substances which could not be safe- 
ly handled in larger quantities has 
been made possible. 
.- 


. "Valuable research in work deal- 
ing with enzymes, hormones, vita- 
mins and glandular, extracts would 
probably not have been possible, 
without 
microchemlcal 
methods," 
Kirner points out. 


"Some of these substances are ex- 


tremely costly—such as in one case 
where an analysis was desired of a 
material worth $5,000 a gram, with 
only three- tenths of a gram avail- 
able. Older methods would have 
completely destroyed-two-tenths of 
a garm, valued at $1,000, and would 
have left very little of! the sub- 
stance for any use. 


"An analysis by micro-methods 


however, used only two milligrams, 
worth only $10." 


This one advantage of the finan- 
cial saving involved will cause the 
process to be used more and more 
in industrial laboratories through- 
out the country, :Kirher said.
